A few sen- 
tenees are quoted from the “ Digres- 
sion,” in the “ Wealth of Nations,” 
“concerning the variations in the valuo 
of silver during the course of the four 
lust ceuturies.” ‘The truth is, the 
writer goes on, that the precious metals 
are, ng Adam Smith expressed it, used 
ag standard money, beenuse “the 
price of metals varies less from year to 
year t that of almost any other 
part of the rnde produce of the Ian 
and the price of the precious motnls is 
even less subject to sudden variations 
than thatofthe coarse.” Noonetherefore 
supposed that the price of the precious 
metals would not vary, and this being 
the ense, if the problem submitted tothe 
Commission is to be treated practically, 
something unusual in the amount and 
ature of the variation must be proved, 
“though even then it might be best 
for the Government to leavo it alone.’ 
‘Tho Times then goes on to examine at 
length the conflicting evidence on appre- 
cintion of gold, ‘There is a strong body 
of opinion that the alleged appreciation 
of the standard is not proved, but the 
main fucl—first clenrly shown by Mr. 
Goschen—ihut prices lnve declined, ix 
not disputed, and this is supported by 
® comparison of two sets of index - 
bers of the values uf articles, in different 
periods of years, which is shown to have 
been concurrent with a general increase 
in the quantities of the articles of 
which our trade is composed, “ But. 
while the fact of a fall prices from 
period to period is thus proved, the 
alleged appreciation of the standard is 
not proved, ‘The assertion that such 
changes may be independent of curreney 
remaine.” Another argument is the 
fore adduced by the supporters of the 
Appreciation Uheory—that the general 
fall in prices, from the beginning of the 
century down to 1845 50, the rise 
1850 to 1870 or '75, and Instly 
fall from then which is still con- 
tinuing, cvincide wih changes in the 
supply or demand for gold. ‘These 
facts are not in dispt Bat, after 
admitting that the rejoinder of those 
who arguo for appreciation to the 
argument of those who refer the fall in 
prices tothe multiplication and cheapen- 
ing of comuodities is technically and 
logically complete; Usat these causes 
have been at work all the century; 
that the one thing which differentiates 
1850-70 from the other periods is the 












































































relative abundance of gold; the Times 
says that this may be only  cvin- 
cidence, Enormous varintio: 
sible in prices on Lhe same moi 
the heavy full in wholesnle prices may 
not be fully represented in retnil 
prices; there bas been a fall in the 
prices of some articles far beyond what 
could he assigned to gold appreciation 
—ns in wheat and copper, which 
havo fallen 50 per cent—in the 
present period of index uumbers, 
“So far from there being a general fall 
in prices,” it concludes on this part of 
the subject, “which can be certainly 
soniooted with the appreciation of gold, 
the connexion is only in part, and can 
only be proved, if nt all, by other argn- 
ments of a delicate and subtle kind.” 
It is also bound to add that when the 
otber evidence for apprevintion, to which 
it had referred as conclusive, is looked 
at, though the fact of 1 tion is 
clenr enough, yot the variation indiented 
is not go great as to have an immense 
effect, ‘The ulleged appreciation of the 
standard is itself in doubt ; ab any rate 
the fall in prices in uo way proves it; 
nothing has happened to gold that is 
not iveidental to metullic money. May 
it not be possible that, in the absence 
of w standard constantly depreciating, 
the chenpeni es, from multip! 
cation of cor may have many 
of the effects of what is understood by 
an appreciating standard? Having 
asked this question, the Times snye, all 
these aspects of the situation, which is 
comparatively new in human experience, 
demand enquiry. 

When considering the decline in the 
relutive values of gold und silver, the 
Times says tut it thinks it not unlikely 
that silver has appreciated a little, as 
wages, it believes, have risen slightly 
in silver using countries ; but this must 
hove been only to a small extent, other= 
wise there would have been a notable 
rise in prices and wages, “Lhe con- 
clusion therefore is (hat gold has appre- 
ciated to a emall extent, and that silver 
hus slightly depreciated in silver using 
countries, ‘I'his is, however, ouly stated 
as a probable opinion, on whieh the 
evidence is most critical, for the simple 
reason that as gold and silver bave 
changed with reference to ench other, 
one or both must have changed with 
reference to commmuditicn ond lnhonr. 
This conclusion grently limits. the 
scope of the enquiry by the Commis. 
sion, on this head, for it means that 
no gerious appreciation of gold or 
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depreciation of silver has taken place. 
The ouly matter for extended enquiry 
is as regard the change in the ratio 
between gold and silver, as impeding 
trade between gold and silver using 
countiies, aud how far the finances of 
silver using countries, having debts to 
pay in gold, are affected, It does not 
enter into the effect of the fall in ex- 
changes, on profils of merchants or 
Danks, or the remuneration of persons 
who are paid in silver and expend 
gold, regarding these difficultios as the 
ordinary incidents of trade and life, 
which are to be dealt with, like more 
serious difficulties, by those concerned, 
“ As fur ns matters lave yet gone, the 
change of ratio between gold and silver 
has done no economic harm. Business 
people und certain Governments, espe- 
cially the Government of Iudin, have 
been more frightened than hurt, Even 
if the ratio between gold and silver 
should chaugo as much in the next ten 
or fifteen years as it has done in the last 
fon or fifteon no grent harm need 
ensue, ‘There is no more virtue that 
wo can seo in silver boing to gold as 
154 to 1, or 20 to 1, than 
80 to 1. ‘Trade will go on at a 
and Governments using silver which 
have gold paymenta to make will find 
that their revenue depends on the rent 
wealth of their anbjects, and not on 
the fact that it is receivable in silver 
or gold, If they have not the rent 
wonlth they will be no worse off than 
Governments which regeive their re~ 
venues in gold; in fact, they will be 
hotter off, because the lIntier have 
everything to pay in gold, wherens the 
kilvot-aaing countries have only a por- 
tion of their entire outlay to defray in 
that metal.” ‘This is the sum of the 
teaching of the article, aud it will not 
carry much comfort to those who have 
been olniming the Times ng converted

‘The recent amelioration of the Prussian 
Jaws affecting the Church is a proof of 
this, while the friendly message sent to 
the Popo by the Emperors of Austria 
and Germany is additional evidence 
that the change in the policy of the 
Vatican is appreciated. ‘Ihe Pope has 
strengthened his power in the Catholic 
world by his Brief of 13h Jaly last,

PRINCE CHUS’S DINNER. 
Ir would have been a never-to-b 
sufficiently-deploréd misfortune if no 
reporter ud been present at the recent 
festive interview betweeu Prince Chi 
and the foreign ministers at Peking, 
We bre alrendy dilated ou the mag 























nilnde of the interesta concerned when 
the Prince, stimulated by his appoint- 
ment as Lord High Admiral of the 
Ewpire, came out for the first time 
from his ivaccessible seclusion in the 
Forbidden City, went dow: 
ports to see whut forei; 
works were like, aud mixed freely and 
nfiably with consuls and eaplains and 
engineers. The momentousness of the 
we aroused tho curiosity of the 
Ministers amid their lotus-rating at 
the Capital and among the Hills, and 
they gladly accepted an invitation,— 
which ecoffers indeed sny that some of 
them suggested,—!o meet the Prince 
at dinner at the Tsung-li Yaméu, Since 
the audience so reluctantly granted by 
the unfortunate Tang Chi to the then 
istere, no such epoch-making ine 
cident has occurred in China, Ou the 
one side the Father of the Emperor, 
self uf the purest Manchu blood, 
se of the highest dignitaries of the 
oldest existing Empire in the world, as 
host ; as guests, the chosen representn- 
tives of the remaining great nations of 
the world, selected for their rauk and 
their intellectual neqairemouts, burning, 
singly and collectively, to turn to advan. 
tage the occasion to give China a wore 
marked impulse on the path of progress, 
and listen to and utter words of wisdom, 
which should spaikle like jewols heuce- 
forth on the finger of time. Of this gr 
ovoasion, and of the great thoughts 
which crystallised Uvenselves into words 
over the goblets, we should be without 
a record but for the enterprise of our 
contemporary, the Shek pao, We can 
fanoy the world of Europe nud Americn, 
ig learnt by wire that this great 
ovent hind tnken place, louking auxivusly 
all, fe foreign ministers to intend- 
ing mi wnrier, for the details of the 
encounter, and fur the wards in which 
was to be foreslndowed the fature 
course of the one-fourth of the world’s 
inhabitants who owe alleginuce to the 
bos-emperor in Peking. ‘hey no doubt 
pictured to themselves Prince CI 
preparing for the meeting by a long 
conferenwe with the Eupress, and 
arranging with her how much of the 
Iniperial intentions he should disclose, 
and in what mexsured language he 
should reflect her opinion of ber bro. 
thers and sisters ou the thrones of the 
west; they imagined the ministers 
wiring anxiously home for instructions, 
and preparing the phrases with which 
they should best allure the Prince, 
toutatively aud warily entering on an 
unknown region, to take a bold plunge 

to western civilisation. How gladly 
they will learn that the German Mini 
ter promised on bebalf of himself and 
his colleagues that the Prince’s speech 
and the Minister's replies aball be fuith- 
fully reported to their respective sover- 
eigns. 

‘Tho result, as reported by the Shek- 
pao, must surely be considered eminently 
worthy of the greatness, and the unique- 
uess of the occasion. Every word that 
fell from the Prince is of the deepest 
iuterest. The Prince began, with the 

















































































humility that is ever associated with 
true greatness, by professing that he 
lind no such virtue and ability as 
should justify the foreign ministers in 
coming to see him; a remark which the 
German Minister properly characterised 
as too condescending. Considering that 
the U.S. Minister did not go to Port 
Authur, it mas a humourous pice of 
badinage on his part to tell the Prince 
that he did not see him there; but we 
can find no fault with the subsequent 
question of the German Minister, who 
hoped that the Prince had lind a plea. 
sunt voyage back to Peking, From 
what we have heard however of the 
pleasure of the journey to Peking this 
summer, we mny suspect that a little 
entire lurks uuder this expression of a 
hope, ‘Then cume the great event of 
the fauction when all stood ap, aud the 
German Minister read au address, He 
asked the Prince to tell the Emperor 
and Eupress that they had come there 
to tie more tightly the bonds of pence 
between Chiua and the outside world, 
If he bad uot said it, we should have 
hardly believed, sleepy ue we confess 
Peking to be, that it reqnired the rend. 
ing of recent decrees to inform the 
Ministers that the Bumpress has governed 
the Ewpire for many years, but it must 
be gratifying to her to know that thoy 
have unbounded admiration of her 
abilities, ‘Chey then drank the Em. 
press’s Lealth, aud assured the Prince 
that the toast was sincere, although it 
was a foreign custom, and they hoped 
ho would take it in good part, ‘They 
too could display humility, ouly seound 
to that of the Burperor’s father, Prince 
Ch‘un’s reply was quite on a level with 
Ministers’ address, He was uot 
1g to uso the vain Inngauge of com. 
pliment as the respeotive countries were 
ten thousand li apart, He hoped that 
they would all be at perce together, 
and would like to know whut they came 
to Peking for. Ho did not want com- 
pliments, he wanted a defiuite answer, 
One after the other the Mivisters re. 
plied that their objects were the wel- 
fare of the poople, and to onrry out the 
instructions of tieir goveruments, The 
French Minister said that his rule was to 
do whatover his superiors ordered him 
to do; and-when the Prince sarcas- 
tically retuarked that rale and intention 
were two different thinge, he declared 
that it was hie intention also. Then 
the Prince enunciated to the expeotaut 
party some iucoutrovertible platitudes, 
that must have already secured his 
election as a foreign member of the 
Pence Soviety, winding up with the 
memorable maxim that nations should 
nover engage in war, for victories may 
be followed by defeat, aud all the 
Ministers nodded approval, It was a 
little brueque perhaps of the Prince 
after this to tell his guests that thia 
was the last time they would see him; 
but perhaps he thonght that farther 
interviews were uuuecessary, as they 
had all displayed such touching uuaui- 
wity, ‘This concluded the serious busi- 
neas of the mooting, but eveu iu the 
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lighter moments that followed nothing 
was said less worthy of record on the 
page of history. We know now that 
Herr von Brandt finds Chinese wine ex- 
cellent, aud enjoys Chinese food very 
mach, and that his hair and beard are 
white at the early age of fifty-one, 
becuuse he bas not been free from 
auxiety daring his twenty years in 
Chins. How agreeably aro wo re- 
minded of the persistency of the Mon- 
golian type of thought when we peruss 
the Prince's reply to the question whe- 
ther he had a good appetite. Nothing 
cnn bring back to use more forcibly 
the spirit of the Confucian aualeote, 
than the preguant reply that, “some 
things he relished, and othere not,” 
Over such a sentence commentators of 
the future mny dispute for years, and 
at tho end will be no wiser thaw we 
are uow, The dexterous way in which 
Herr von Brandt secured the Prince's 
fun aud the happy joke of Prince Ching, 
that the German Minister was always 
covetous, naturally broke up the mect- 
ing in gouoral langhter; aud it hardly 
needed Princo Ol'an’s reminder that 
the conversation bad heen sincere and 
reasonable, and should be remembered 
in future transactions between the 
foreign Ministers and tho ‘Tsun 
Yodo, It is not for as, as Ingme 
to attempt to decipher the mighty issues 
that were doubtless involved in this 
inuooent persiflage: diplomacy ns ite 
seorets that we dare not endeavour to 
penetrate; wo might be tempted to 
regard the whole interview as a trifle, 
were we not convinced that it conceals, 
palpable only to the initiated, great 
truths which will be the starting poiut 
of new and improved relatious between 
China and the West: for we cannot 
believe that we have been honxed, aud 
that the whole conversation was con. 
cocted in tho sanctum of the Chinese 
editor of the Shel-pao.
